Mrs, Spencer, wife of the stricken millionaire, who hurried from her mag- 
nifident home at 5 Washington terrace to his bedside, was prostrated by his 
death, which came suddenly while the physicians were holding out hope... A

Harlow B. Spencer, the eldest son and partner of his father, bore up 
bravely while his father lay unconscious, and assured friends that the illness 
would pass quickly, but he was prostrate after death came, and today a phy- 


sician prescribed for him.

Dr. Louis H. Behrens, who first attended Mr. Spencer, and who was with 


him for an hour after his collapse, said Friday 


that death was due to 


- angina pectoris, one of the many manifestations of ‘‘heart disease,” and that it 
‘was ‘‘superinduced by a complication of circumstances.” 
Excitement, he said, could have caused the condition which resulted in death. 
Uremia and indigestion also were possible contributing causes. 
“I saw Mr. Spencer a few minutes after he was stricken in the broker's 
office and gave him first treatment there,’ said Dr. Behrens to a Post-Dispatch 


reporter.

Senate Conferences Remove 
Barriers to Passage of 
Railroad Measure. 





WASHINGTON, May 4.— What 
amounts practically to an agreement of 
the existing differences concerning 
court features of the railroad rate bill 
has been reached by Senate confer- 
ences extending over the last week, 


and Senator Allison will offer an 
amendment conferring jurisdiction on 
the circuit courts to hear and deter- 
mine suits brought against the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

The amendment will not suggest to the 
court whether their judicic] review shall 
be confined to constitu@nal questions 
or whether it shall. be an inquiry into 
the justhess or reasonableness of the 
rates fixed by the commission. 

Senator Long, who made the principal 
legal argument for the House bill, and 
Senators Aldrich and Crane, the leaders 
in the movement seeking an amendment 
providing for a broad court review, ex- 
pressed themselves today as favoring 
the amendment and both factions are 
agreed that the compromise is satis- 
fastory to President Roosevelt. Un- 
douotedly, this means that obstacles to 
the speedy passage of the measure have 
been removed. 

Whether the conservatives or the rad- 
icals have won a victory is a question 
that is not disturbing either faction. | 
The agreement in a measure, is regarded 
as political. It is believed that now 
practically the entire Republican 
strength of the Senate will be cast for 
the bill, whereas under the long-contin- 
ued estrangement it was conceded that 
it would require minority indorsement 
to pass the bill and the Democratic 
party would be in position to take full 
credit for it. 

Senator Long’s Speech. 

Despite the attitude of Republican sen- 
ators not to discuss the subject of vic- 
tory or defeat, friends of the House bill 
when charged with surrender to the con- 
servative forces in defense are pointing 
to Senator Long’s speech on thv bill. 
an Speech the Kansas Senator 
said: 

“I do not object to an amendment 
authorizing suit to be brought against 
the commission and conferring jurisdic- 
tion on the United States Courts sitting 
in equity to hear and determine any 
such suit.’ 

It was stated today that Senator 
Long spoke for the friends of the Dill 
and they pointed out that the agree- 
ment now reached is in exact accord 
with the suggestions made by him. In 
the same speech, Senator Lo quoted 
Senators Lodge, Foraker and Knox, de- 
oy age that an amendment should pro- 
vide for a review by the courts, not 
only as to whether the rate is confisca- 
tory, but also as to whether it ‘s just 
and “‘reasonable.”"” Friends of the bill, 
in speeches in the Senate, have contend- 
ed throughout that the House bill con- 
ferred jurisdiction on the courts, but 
they opposed strenuously and amend- 
ment which suggested to the court that 
it should review the action of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission as to 
the reasonableness or jistness of the 
rate fixed. a 

Opponents of the bill without amend- 
ment asserted that the courts should 
be given the a of reviewing all 
questions involved. Both ¢actions now 
say that an amendment conferri 
risdiction on the courts will be 
tory. The thin, wavering line 
the two forces has been eliminated.

New Rallroad Examiners. 


Government should have power 
by its agents to examine intg the con- 
duct of the railways—that is, the ex- 
aminers under the direction of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission should 
be able to examine as thoroughly into 
the affairs of the railroads as the bank 
examiners now examine into the affairs 
of banks. 

In summarizing his report Commis- 
sioner Garfield speaks of his personal 
visit to the oil fields and of the great 
mass of data obtained by him either 
personally or through agents of the 
Bureau of Corporations. The prelimin- 
ary study of this was transportation, 
which enters so largely into the cost of 
the finished product and hence is a 
most important factor in competition. 


Standard Monopolizes Output.

* Thursday was a feverish day in the 


Wall street market. 

The excitement was merely the coun- 
terpart, however, of a dozen preceding 
days. Stocks kept going down. Every- 
one “long” on the market—that is play- 
ing the stocks for a rise—had been los- 
ing money. 

Inside of two weeks these losses ag- 
gregated $1,000,000,000. 

At about the time Mr. Spencer took a 
seat at Manager Trulock’s desk word 
came from New York that Commission- 
er Garfield would make a report to 
President Roosevelt and the latter in 
turn to Congress scoring the Standard 
Oil because of alleged unlawful irregu- 
larities. 

A broker's face blanched as he said: 

“Standard Oil is to be punished again. 
When will Roosevelt stop these grand- 
stand tacties?’’ 

The prospect of drastic legislation 
against the Standard Oil at Washing- 
ton told heavily on the market. Stand- 
ard Oil stock: dropped 20 points between 
the noon hour and 2 p.-m. 

Low Point Reached, 

Then followed a slump in the entire 
securities lst. Amalgamated Copper 
and other toy stocks of the Wall street 
plungers kept going up and down, up 
and down, until finally they started 
backward and touched a new low point 
of the year al] being told by the tickers. 

Sure enough, the Rockefeller, Rogers, 
Flower syndicate, controlling spirits in 
Amalgamated Copper, were being pun- 
ished. 

Then suddenly came a wild cry from 
Thomas Lawson of Boston—the frenzied 
finacier who has told about the doings 
of his rich confedérates in Wall street 
some time ago, about the ‘‘system’’ and 
how it robbed the public. 

He predicted that the country was on 
the eve of a disastrous panic. 

Further Lawson declared that a new 
copper mine with a total yield of 2,000,- 
000 tons a year had just been discov- 
ered. With the copper market glutted 
prices would decline. So the bears re- 
newed the attack on Amalgamated and 
the general list of stocks began dropping 
in sympathy. | 

Feverish speculators in front of tHe 

Bartlett blackboard here recalled Spen- 
cer’s recent prediction of a rising mar- 
ket. 
The day after the San Francisco earth. 
quake Mr. Spencer had walked into the 
Bartlett brokerage office, and taking a 
small piece of chalk had written under- 
neath Great Northern the figures ‘'400.’’ 
Then he quickly erased them. 

But those who saw him knew that he 
meant to predict that the stock would 
go to that figure. 

Great Northern was then selling at 
$15. Only a few days elapsed until it 
slumped to 280. At one time it sold at 
38. Many bought at that price—a great 
many, in fact—for more than 40,000 
shares were recorded at the “roof’’ fis- 
ures, as brokers term the high-water 
mark on securities. 

When the sensational decline in this 
stock set in a few days later, due prob- 
ably to the fact that large insurance 
companies incurring heavy losses at San 
Francisco, were required to liquidate 
their stocks, Spencer ildoked up at the 
board contidently and said: 

“Well, it looks a little low, but I have 
faith in Jim Hill.” 

Thursday, however, he appeared weary 
and just a trifle depressed as he watched 
the ticker silently recording the loss of 
millions. 

At about 12:45 Mr. Spencer, with the 
ticker clicking off the stock quotations 
with clock-like regularity at his side, 
lapsed into an apparent stupor. 

One of the offiee boys passing the door 
noticed him, but thought he had fallen 
asleep. He hurried into the front office 
and notified Manager*Truloek. 

When Mr. Trulock reached his side 
Mr. Spencer was swaying and moaning 
as if in great pain. Once or twice he 
reeled and would have fallen to the 
floor had not Mr. Trulock caught him. 

Dr. Behrens, who has an office at 5 
South Broadway, was called by tele- 
phone. 

Before he arrived Mr. Spencer seemed 
tq regain consciousness. 

“IT am sick,”’ he gasped; “very sick."’ 

In reply to further inquiries Mr. Spen- 
cer said faintly that he had eaten 
plokled pigs’. feet Wednesday night, and 
that he had been suffering ever since 
from indigestion.

Both doctors agreed that Mr. Spen- 
cer’s eollapse resulted from indigestion. 

Immediately after Mr. Spencer’s death 
his-body was removed to the home at 5 
Washington terrace. Mrs. Spencer and 
her son, accompanied by their physician, 
also went to the family home. 

The funeral will take place at 2 p. m. 
Saturday with interment in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. The service will be conducted 
by Rev. S. J. Niccolls of the Second 
Presbyterian Church and Rev. H. 8. 
Bradley of St. John’s Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South 

The funeral wiil be from the home. 
The active pallbearers will be: George

The honorary pallbearers will be the

In 12096, after he fhkd served a term as 
president of the Merchants’ Exchange 


and had worked a big bull deal in wheat 
he surprised his friends one day by go- 
ing on ‘Change and proclaiming that he 
was tired of St. Louis. 

‘It’s no place for a real live trader to 
try to do business,’’ he said. ‘I’m go- 
ing to pull out and go to California and 
raise oranges. Iam done with the grain 
business. 

The rumor that Spencer was going to 
quit caused a slump in the market. 

Spencer dissolved his firm and went to 
California. Then.came the.Leiter deal. 
One day while Joe Leiter had the mar- 
kets of the country on the jump. Spen- 
eer walked onto the floor of the Mar- 
chants’ Exchange. Many of his friends, 
eyen, did not know he was in town. 
Just as though he had been away only 
an hour he started to give orders right 
and left and in a few days it was ru- 
mored that he and Leiter had fixed up 
the deal during his absendée. 

it turned out, though, that he had 
closed out his long line before he an- 
nounced his departure from 8st. Louis 
and had bought it back on the slump 
which followed his withdrawal. 

He came back into the market with 
this wheat and while traders believed 
that he was in league with Leiter he 
was unloading on Leiter at fancy 
prices. The net result was that Leiter 
went to the wall on the deal and Spen- 
cer pulled out a jarge winner. 

Lost by Foellowiag Gates. 

Up to two years ago Spencer was not 
a heavy trader in stocks. He had been 
first of all a grain man. -Standing in 
the customers’ room at D. R. Francis’ 
office on day he said to nobody in par- 
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: “Boys, that fellow Gates ns ' 
to be the real thing. I'm going to fol- 
low his dope for a fiyer.”’ 

And he When the Gates stoeks 
went to pieces it was said that he lost 
heavily and he didn't k of “John 
W.” so often after that. t he had the 
fever of stock speculation and he _re- 
mained in the market to the end. 

Spencer abdicated as leader of the 
Merchants’ Efchange in the fall of 
1904 after one of many wrangles fol- 
lowing his successful effort to bull 
the wheat market. He insisted that 
firms which were unable to meet their 
contracts with him should settle on a 
basis of 96 cents a bushel. They 
were unwilling to pay more than 86 
cents. As a result of his fight on 
them, C. H. Albers’ was suspended by 
the Merchants’ Exchange, but was re- 
instated by a eourt injunction. The

there is no dearth of mechanics in San 
Francisco. About 2000 men affiliated 
with the council are registered.

The estimates of fire insurance com- 
panies on loseses, carefully checked, plaec 
the total at $230,000,000—much_ great- 
er than was supposed, but admitted by 
insurance men to be close to the actual 
figures.

The savings banks are un- 
willing to jeopardize the interests of 
depositors by opening their vaults 
now, as the contents of several vaults 
premature opened have been de- 
stroyed. Within the last 72 hours 576 
safes and vaults have been opened, and 
in only 660 per cent of’ these instances 
were the contents found intact. In many 
cases a pile of ashes represented thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of securities and 
valuables.

TOBE BLAMED 





Commissionérs Are Preparing to 
Submit Force to Test of 
Knowledge. 








Answers to Questions Must Be 


Written and Will Be Cor- 
rected and Filed. 


The examination that the Board of 
Police Commissioners will hold within 
a week or two will be the most sweep- 
ing ‘that has ever been held since the 
department was organized. It will not 
be confineg merely to applicants for 
berths, but every member of the de-

The commissioners realize that the 
task is a great one, and that it will take 
time to finish it. One commissioner told 
a Post-Dispatch 5 ge ee Friday that 
the full board would give half a day's 
time each day for several weeks to this 
examination. The men will appear in 
groups of from 12 to 20, and will be 
examined in the board room at the Four 
Courts. The officers will be given tables 
apart so that it will be impossible for 
them to communicate with each other, 
and the watchful eyes of the board 
members will also be on them. 

Many sets of questions will be pre- 
pared, and no group will know on what 
line it will be examined. The examina- 
tion papers will be scrutinised, and if the 
grade made is so low as to be glaring, 
charges for incompetency will be filed, 
and the written fo ae will be used as 
evidence at the trial. When the officer's, 
commission expires his examination - 
pers will be brought from their resting 
place and 1 be consulted before the 
commission 4s renewed. 

‘We understand,”’ said the coOmmis- 
sioner, “that a policeman may be a 
splendid officer and not. possess a col- 
lege education, but he must convince 
us of his competency.

GIRL SWOONS AS 
FLAT COLLAPSES 


Grace Linton Rescued by Her 
Father From Easton 
Avenue Ruins. 


Grace Linton, aged 16, was carried 
fainting from her home by her father, 
Henry M. Linton, when the gast wall 
of the double flat at 5315 Easton ave- 
nue collapsed into an adjoining exca- 
vation.

‘AUTO DIDN'T WARN, 
WITNESSES SAY 


Testimony Varies as to Speed of 
_* Machine Which Killed 
Girl. 








CHAUFFEUR AT INQUEST 





Deputy Coroner Develops Cope- 
land Bicycle Had No City 
License. 


Robert S. Copeland, father of Ger- 
trude Copeland. 14 years old, who was 
killed .by an automobile at the Garri- 
son avenue crossing of Locust street, 


the speedway of St. Louis chauffeurs, 
wept Friday as he testified in the Coro- 
ner’s inquest on her death. 

Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health Com- 
missioner and owner of the automobile, 
who was sitting near, bowed his head 
in his hands as he saw the evidence 
of the bereaved man’s great grief for 
his only ¢hild. 

One of the few questions asked by 
Deputy Coroner Lloyd of the father 
brought out the fact that the bicycle 
on which the girl was riding when the 
ea struck her carried no city l- 

e 


Bearing on Civil Suit. 


When asked the purpose of this ques- 
tion, Dr. Lloyd said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the absence of a license 
would have no bearing on any criminal 
responsibility which might be found to 
attach to the chauffeur. Whether it 
would have any bearing on a civil suit, 
he said, he was not sure. 

The others who testified were wit- 
nesses of the tragedy, or were near at 
the time. They differed as to the 
speed of the machine, the lowest speed 
estimate being five miles an hour and 
the highest 15 miles. None heard a 
horn blown. 

Max Long of 613 North Garrison ave- 
nue said he was on the north side of 
Locust street, ahead of the west-bound 
auto, when he heard someone cry: 

‘Look out there, girl!’’ 

He turned and saw the girl lying on 
the asphalt pavement, just in front of 
the advancing machine. She had at 
that time, he said, been tossed by the 
machine from her bicycle, which was 
found a short distance behind. 

Miss May Page of 3003 Locust street 
said she saw two girls riding bicycles 
south on Garrison avenue, and saw one 
pass safely ahead of the auto., The 
other, she said, instead of crossing La- 
cust street, seemed to ‘‘wobble’’ and 
turn into that street, then to move in 
the path of the machine. She said that 
the girl seemed to lose control of the 
bicycle in the effort to avoid being 
struck. 

Pearl Jennings of 3025 Locust street 
also said that the girl seemed unable to 
control the wheel. 


Thought Auto Was Coasting. 


Miss Nellie. Henley of Davenport, Io.,, 


who was riding past in a rig belonging 
to . @. Cowdery of 5 Vandeventer 
place, and Charles Spicer, the Cowdery 
coachman, who was driving the rig, 
both testified that the speed of the ma- 
chine was not excessive. Spicer said 
he thought the machine was coasting. 
Neither heard any Warning sound. 

‘Dr. Bond testified that his chauffeur, 
Joseph Dimer, had reported to him that 
he had run down a girl, and that he had 
directed him to return and learn how 
seriously she was hurt. 

‘Diner was present, but did not testify. 
The inquest was continued until Satur- 
day because of the absence of Ruth 
Gorman, who, also on a bicycle, was 
with Gertrude Copeland.

The ‘‘reform wave,’’ which inaugurated the 
enforcement of an old, forgotten Sunday law 
in an arbitrary 4nd partial manner impeis

The fundamental law of the United States. 
the Constitution, is the basis of our govern- 
ment. All further law-making must be in har- 
mony with that document. New lawe result 
from special need as changing conditions may 
suggest, but they must conform io the Constt- 


tution. Their consideration is left to the 
Legislature eleci tie purpose. Witl. the 
changes which time inevitably brings, a law 
whicn was just and eguitable at the time of 
lis enactment is lihble to become ci nexious. 

the duty of the to erforee 
existing ordinances; but it the duty 
of the police to use tart, inteiligence cud 
discernment in such enforcement, Their funce- 
tions are complementa! to those of the higher 
courts, who decide as to the constitutionulity 
of the laws. The courts are guided firet. of 
course, by the letter of the law, vut equity 
demands that they shall also equitably construe 
the spirit as well as the words, «as, for in- 
stance, in determining fines. 

The acts of the Executive as those of the 
legislator must conform to the Constitution. 
But even with this restriction the Governor 
has far-reaching powers. as well asa duties. He 
must watch the condition of the people, and 
in promotion of the people’s welfare his pow- 
erg are greater and more comprehensive than 
those of any other officer. He has fhe right 
of veto and of pardon. Ue has the initiative 
in emergency matters. He is endowed with 
the 4 eas ot exercising governmental wis- 
dom in order to further the interests of tie 
people in cases where laws are manifestly 
defective or ineguitable. 


Not Merely a Policeman. 


Tae executive is not elected to the office 
of highest policeman or supreme constable 
merely but his position devolves on him the 
responsibilities of a wise etatesman. A wise 
statesman will not undertake to enforce all the 
laws indiscriminately, for he must haye the 
discernment to comprehend that some of the 
laws and ordinances have lost their usefulness 
with the passage of years and with the gen- 
eral progress of a@ people. 

But even today, under the frenzied slogan of 
“enforce the law!’’ only a part of the Sunday 
law is enforced. Public places of refreshment 
are closed, but all heavy labor is permitted. 
Only part of the Newberry law is enforced; 
hiiliards and ten-pins are forbidden, but throw- 
ing dice and card-playing are permitted. 

Whenever such an inconsistency character- 
izes the conduct of the Executive Department, 
public respect for the laws must suffer. 

This odd enforcement of the old Sunday 
law reveals an utter lack of understanding of 
th requirements of modern civilization. 

We know it is the duty of the State to 
establish a dav of rest for the citizens, and 
pet Sunday is the most appropriate day for 
t 


We know that nobody must be 
with in the practice of his religion. 

We know nobody has the right to enforce 
upon others the practice of religious rites. 

We know that State courts and pollee are 
expected to never curtail a man’s persengl 
liberty as long as he does not interfere with 
the rights and welfare of the people. 

But the ruling powers have taken from the 
masses the right of recreation ow Sundays, 
following the mandate of some denominations, 
and they have listened to and heen guided by 
untrue and defamatory statements. 

One has sought to excite the passions from 
un ambitions motive. and under the pretext 
of reform has harrassed and prosecut those 
who cannot consent to have the United 
States Constitution superseded by certain rules 
of life laid down in the Old Pestament. 


Excess Is Harmful. 


We know that excessive use of alcoholic 


beverages is harmful to the individual as well 
as to the-commubity, day or night, on Sun- 
days or on Week days, and that it ts the 
ete Guty of the State to prevent such mis- 
c 


Bat if excess in the use of any beverage or 
any food is injurious, it would be folly to 
eoneclude that all beverages, all foods waist 
be forbidden or at Jeast their use be regu- 
lated with regard to the almanac. 

We know that the manufacture and the sale 
of alcoholic beverages must be viewed dif- 
ferently from commerce in other goods, on 
secount of their effect upon health and morals. 

We are, therefore, in favor of a strict and 
impartial surveillance of that trade by the 
naliee. and of a pure-food law, such as other 
civilized nations enacted many years ago. 

But we know also that the interdiction of 
alcoholic heverages leads to much greater 
dangers—for instance. the habit. of using nar- 
eotic poisons. For they are the alcohol-free 
nations. ‘which thave fallen victims to the 
opium habit, encouraged therein by the com- 
mercial interests of England. 

We know also that some narrow-minded—not 
te say hypocritical—persons haye succeeded jin 
making it appear that all evils in public life 
were due to olor Yet it cannot be denied 
that in those regions where prohibition is the 
law euch barbarous and  =~horrible eustoms 
(‘‘pastimes’’) ag lynching are rather frequent. 

It is deplorable to observe that the activity 
of prohibittonista have inetigated representa- 
tives of the liquor traffic to engace in politics 
to serve special and personal interests. 

Tt de-'orehle to observe that excessive 
taration and fanatical persecution have influ- 
enced the manufacture and sale of alechelic 
beverages in such a manner that the hurmful 
conditions have been exaggerated rather than 
minimized. ¥ 


Puritanieal Doctrines, 


It ia deplorable to perceive that the resur- 
rection of puritanteal doctrines whica have 


never served the interest of the general public, 
but have served only those of a. privileged 
class, exposes free American citisens to the 
ridicule of liberal-minded men. ‘

AUTOMOBILE SLAUGHTER. 

Was the automobile exceeding the legal rate of 
speed ? 

An answer to this question will determine the 
responsibility of Chauffeur Denier, who killed Gert- 
rude Copeland on Locust street while running Dr. 
-H. Wheeler Bond’s automobile. This question ap- 
plies to the responsibility’ of anyone who causes an 
accident while running an automobile through the 
streets. If the owner or chauffeur of an automobile 
runs at a speed exceeding the legal limit, he is 
morally and legally responsible for the destruction 
of life, limb or property caused by the machine. 

That the young girl, after being struck down was 
dragged 30 feet before the automobile could be 
stopped, indicates excessive speed or a lack of con- 
trol; but the facts must be brought out by inves- 
tigation before a just conclusion can be reached. 
The facts should be brought out and the law should 
be enforced. Whenever men drive a ponderous, pow- 
erful machine at reckless speed through crowded 
‘streets, they should be held rigidly to all the respon- 
sibility for the consequences. 

Regardless of the facts in this case, there is no 
question that the speed limit is not enforced, and 
that day after day it is recklessly and habitually 
violated, especially on the thoroughfares in the west- 
ern part of the city. A speed of 25 or 30 miles an 
hour is common, sometimes on very narrow and 
erowded streets. Under sueh circumstances acci- 
dents resulting in. either death or serious injury 
are inevitable. The men who do this reckless run- 
ning Jo not intend to kill anyone, but they show 
an appalling lack of ordinary prudence and hu- 
manity. They take the chances of killing and maim- 
ing every time they do it, and should be held to 
strict accountability. 

But the disposition to hold them accountable and 
to enforce the law seems singularly lacking in the 
authorities. Denier, although the death of a human 
being ‘was involyed, was released from custody on 
the mere request of the coroner, Not long ago, in 
order to avoid any unpleasantness to the owner of 

/ an automobile who was exceeding the speed limit 

' and violating the Jaw, a policeman escorted him 

and his party to the theater, Incidents of this kind 

lead automobile owners and chauffeurs to think that 

_the running of their machines at murderous speed 

- is a light offense and if it results in death or in- 

_ jury to innocenf human beings, they plead absence 

*s of intention. The police authorities seem to think

j behing and the horrible consequences of it.

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MR. MANSFIELD’S. ERROR. 

Posing before a group of worshipful women as a 
superior being and original thinker, who is some- 
what bored by his splendid isolation from his fel- 
lows, Richard Mansfield remarked that all men are 
actors. Napoleon, who was the greatest actor— 
next to Mansfield, of course—imitated Caesar; Web- 
ster mimicked Demosthenes, and Grant made Wil- 
liam the Silent his pattern. “Some imitate one char- 
acter, some another, but I am afraid we’re all mon- 
keys,” he said. 

What an admirable view of mankind! What in- 
sight into the springs of thought and action in 
the minds of great men who have been leaders of 
men in the work of the world! All have merely 
been leaders of stage supers posing for a time in 
the limelight of false pretense—-all fustian, vanity, 
rant and make-believe. 

We do not share Mr. Mansfield’s fear that all men 
are monkeys; that fear is merely the reflection of 
the self-conscious monkey-mind—the_ natural ineli- 
nation of the vain, egotistic mummer to reduce all 
men to his own level. 

The characteristics of the banderlog folk—the mon- 
key family—in Kipling’s “Jungle Book,” were futile 
chatter, mimicry and a vain assumption of superi- 
ority to the animals who did things without talk- 
ing about them. Mr. Mansfield reminds us of the 
banderlog folk. He is a very good actor and stage 
manager, but he should not fall into the error of 
thinking that because he mimics great men that 
there is nothing in greatness but mimicry, and be- 
eause the stage occasionally refiects real life that 
real life is nothing but stage illusion and pretense.

SCHRECK AND HART. 
FARCICAL FIGHTER 





Fellows. Results in Clown- 
ish Fight. 


NEW YORK, May 3.--Mike Schreck of 
Cincinnati and Marvin Hart of Louis- 
ville, Ky., two of the biggest heavy- 
weight pugilists in the world, punched 
and mauled each other for four hot 
rounds last evening in the classic Con- 
cert Hall of Madison Square Garden, 
Schreck’s face was full of bumps and 
Hart’s mouth and nose were bleeding 
freely at the finish.

Demands Withdrawal of Troops 
From Tabah and Penin- 
sula Points. 


iAINDON. May 4.—The Sultan has 
been given 10 days in wrich to comply 
with the British demand for the with- 
drawal of his troops from: Tabah and 
other points on the. Sinai Peninsula 
pending the delimitation of the frontier 
by a commission. 

The British Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople yesterday presented a note to 
Turkey, d oes their complete with- 
drawal of Turki troops from Egy 
‘tlan territory. The note is practically 
an ultimatum and _ constitutes Great 
Britain's last word on the encroachment 
of Turkey on the BSinaitic peninsula. 

The French and Russian ambassadors 
at Constantinople are supporting the 
British contentions. Should the u ima 
tum fail to have the desired effect the 
British Mediterranean fleet will take the 
measure so often gg oy by the pow- 
ers in regent years as the result of dis- 
putes with the Sultan and a naval dem- 
onstration, it is anticipated, will quick- 
ly bring about the evacuation of the 
Tabah territory, which, Great Britain

UP CAR SERVICE), 


Alton Cars Stopped After Acci- 
dent in Main Power 
House. 


Street car service in East St. 
and on the lines of the East St. Laoauls 
and Suburban Street Railway Co. was 
crippled all day Friday as the result 


of the blowing out of a cyiinder head 
of one of the big engines in the main 
power house at Twenty-first and State 
streets, Friday morning. 

The cylinder head blew out with a ter- 
rific noise at 9 a. m. The dozen men 
at work im the engine room ran from | 
the building, which was soon filled with 
steam. Neighbors heard the noise and 
thought that the plant had been blown 
up, but when the steam left the room 
the engineers returned and ‘found that 
no damage except to the one engine had 
been done. The boilers in a separate 
bullding were. intact. 

The engine that gave way was one of 
a pair used to supply the power for the 
suburban line te Alton. In order to 
shift the work to the other engine of 
the pair it was necessary to stop that 
engine for several hours, and this made 
it impossible to run any cars on the 
Alton line.

Other Engines Stopped. 


The other engines were stopped for 20 
minutes while changes were being made, 
and during this tinie there was no cur- 
rent for electric lights or for the many 
small motors used for commercial pur- 
poses. All the trolley cars were also 
stopped while these changes were being 
made. 

Then traffic was resumed, but it was 
announced that the full service would 
not be resumed at once. It was said 
that on the Edwardsville and Lebanon 
lines cars would be run at intervals of 
two hours, instead of on an. hourly 
schedule, while the Belleville service 
usually maintained on a 15-minute 
schedule, would be redueed to a 30-min- 
ute or perhaps an hour headway. 

The statement was made that the en- 
tire service will be resumed Saturday 
morning, though it will be several days 
before the crippled engine is again in 
commission.
